The Libel Case.— The Judge in the case of a liliel 


ngainst W liitm.irsh, is reported to have said that the lib- 


oriv of the press was a qualified liberty. 
That the citizen 


had an unrestrained freedom of action, yet if lie com m it­ 
ted a ciiim* he might of coarse, be legally punished.” 


True; no on# disputes that a man may be legally punished 


for crime. but ran any act be made a crim e, by judicial de­ 
cision, <>r in anv w ay, except by a legislative enactment 1 


W e ay not, and as it is not pretended that libel is a crime 


by any 1« gi I itiveact, the postulate of the court, to say the 


least, was inapplicable. 
So with the County Attorney, he said, if we rightly re­ 


member, that a man h id an unrestrained right, under the 


constitution, to k< cp and bear arms, but that gave him no 


ri■;111 to wound or kill his neighbor. 
T he constitutional 
ri 4lit to hear arms, is to have them for the common de­ 
f a c e . 
If there was no law against shooting a person, 


could the court on its mere motion, order a man to lie tried 


and < xecuted for this act ? 
W e understand that the Courty Attorney made a bold

jury, but would merely cite them for the use of the Judge. 
T his is the first u n d isg u ised attempt, we believe, to trample 
down the right of the jury to jutlge of the law and of the 


fa d in criminal causes,and we are pleased to learn that 
I he J u ’ge Lilt no sanction to so gtoss an encroachment. 


W e an- doubly pleas# I to learn that a portion of the jury 


had independence enough, to resist this invasion of their 


lights.

GuU boats were fitt d up for the protection of \ alpara.so 
harbor, and martial law proclaimed. 
On the 29th Au­ 
gust information reached Valparaiso, (by the 
barque 
George and Henry, Captain Sm ith, of Baltimore, from 
Conception, which vessel had been releated from the em­ 
bargo to bring the news down,) that General r rtese had 
made goo 1 his landing at the Island of Chiloe, without 
much difficulty, and that the troops and inhabitant# had 
joined his flag. 
No o th e r in fo r m a tio n respecting * riffle 
had transpired previous to the first of September, when 
the Argyle sailed, but it was generally thought that he 
would soon be put down and tranquility restored, as the 
present government was very energetic and decided in 
their movements, and as a greater part of the wealthy citi­ 
zens of Chili came forward in the Bupport of government. 
Business had begun to resume its usual activity after the 
embargo was raised and tranquility was restored at Val­ 
paraiso. 
It was geneially believed in Valaparaiso, and 
also by the Chili Government, that the Government of Peru 
had secretly assi-ted Freise in this expedition against 
C hili, and it was thought by many that there would be a 
war between Chili and Peru. 
A great many vessels were 
detained at Valparaiso during the Embargo.
